First statistical data to reflect financial impact of Route 91 Harvest tragedy

Visitation fell 4.2 percent to 
3.6 million tourists in Octo- 
ber, the Las Vegas Conven- 
tion and Visitors Authority 
reported Thursday, the sec- 


ond steepest year-over-year 
drop of 2017. 

The decline, resulting from 
cancellations and postpone- 
ments of trips in the wake 
of the 1 October shooting, 
jeopardizes the LVCVA’s bid 
to best 2016’s record visi- 


tation year of 42.9 million. 
With 10 months in the books, 
visitation is off 1.4 percent to 
35.7 million people. 

It is the first direct statisti- 
cal data to reflect the direct 
financial impact of the Oct. 

1 shooting on Southern Ne- 


vada’s economy. McCarran 
International Airport earlier 
reported record passenger 
numbers in October.

It’s been almost two 
months and Kevin Ander- 
son still has not washed the 
blood-stained khaki pants or 
the navy blue T-shirt he was 
wearing on Oct. 1. The blood 
was not his own, but be- 
longed to the many wounded 
and dead bodies he helped 
carry after the shooting at the 
Route 91 Harvest festival. 

Many of his memories are 
mere silhouettes. Sometimes 
he can only remember peo- 
ple’s wounds and not their 
faces. 

Others he cannot forget: 
the Latina woman who he 
and others carried to the 
makeshift triage area ona 
trash bin, or the young man 
leaning against a truck with a 
gunshot wound to his chest.
